% unhygienie surroundings are af-~ 
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fected more frequently than in 


private homes. It occurs in about 
ten per cent of the children of all 
ages, and is almost always found 
ui those who die following meas- 
es. 


It may develop at any stage, 
but is most likely to occur during 
the state of eruption. If after the 
eruption disappears, there is a 
continuation of the fever with 
rapid breathing, lung complica- 
tions are indicated. The breath 
will end with a short grunt, and 
be accompanied by a playing 
back and forth of the wings of 
the nostrils. The pulse is rapid 
and there is a continuous hack- 
ing dry cough. The fever may not 
be high, but is constant, with 
great weakness. 


Bronchitis may get better in a 
week or ten days, but is more 
likely to persist for three or four 
weeks. Measles seems to favor 
the development of dormant or 
partly cured diseased processes. 
A patient who has had a tuber- 
culosis in any paft of the body 
and seems to have recovered is in 
grave danger of having his old 
trouble light up and become new- 
ly active. Stomach disturbance 
and diarrhea may become quite 
serious im: young children. 

Inflammation of the middle ear 
happens in most cases, and un- 
less carefully watched may de- 
velop into a severe mastoid con- 
dition. Severe inflammation of 
the eyes can cause ulceration and 
loss of ‘sight. Many eyes are per- 
manently w2akened as a result 
of measles. 


NFECTION of the glands of the 
neck is common and may de- 
velop pus and cause unsightly 
scars. The signs and symptoms 
of measles are very definite and 
when the eruption appears there 
should be no difficulty in making 
a diagnosis, but as the danger of 
contagion for others is before the 
eruption appears it should be our 
effort to recognize the disease be- 
fore thé eruption stage. 

Measles develop quite slowly 
after exposure. It is usually about 
eight to twelve days after expos- 
ure until the first symptoms ap- 
pear. Of course, in our homes 
and schools we may have no 
knowledge of when exposure is 
definitely ki.own. it is almost uni- 
formly eleven days before the 
first fever and three days after 
th's stage till the rash begins. 

So, there is q period of about 
fourteen days between exposure 
srda the appearance of the rash. 
Until about the twelfth day after 
exposure ‘there are no symptoms 
that would lead one to suspect 
measles, unless we were looking 
for them. There may be some 
peevishness and slight indications 
of.a cold; The first signs come on 
with some sneezing, a cough, 
watery. eyes. a possible sick 
stomacl.. perhaps a rather sharp 
rise in temperature. Fhe next 
day they seem better, fever goes 
down té almost normal, and out- 
side of @ little cough und cold 
they appearwell. This isa danger 
point.

have been recently startled 
--and pleased—to discover that 
they have taken the odor out of 
cabbages at the agricultural col- 
lege of Cornell University, N. Y. 
This useful feat has been per- 
formed by Dr. Clyde Hadley 
Myers, professor of plant brceed- 
ing for the last twenty - three 
years. The proiessor has managed 
this coup by the process of un- 
natural selection. developing the 
new cabbage plant by cross- 
breeding, the same as Luther 
Burbank once did when he pro- 
duced a spineless cactus. 

It seems likely that, if the new 
cabbage is grown extensively 
enough to get on the commercial 
> .arket. Dr. Myer’s discovery will 
become more important to the 
average person than this one of 
Burbank’s. After all. cabbages in 
many homes are eaten regularly 
on Saturday nights ‘along with 
corned beef), while cacti are not 
yet a national food favorite, ex- 
cept for cows. 

Dr. Myers has been develovins 
bis odorless cabbage for many 
years on the shores of Lake Ca-

yuga. To complete his work he 
has used up some 4.000 cabbage 
plants, mixing up the pollen in 
regular cabbages so that the 
strains carrying lesser fragrance 
were given a boost toward greater 
productivity, while the more 
odoriferous classes were discour- 
aged. 

Fifty-one years old, the pro- 
fessor was born in Randolph, Tl; 
and gathered his book education 
at Ohio Wesleyan, Illinois and 
Cornell. He was an assistant pro- 
fessor of plant breeding at Illin- 
ois before going over to Cornell. 
He is also a member of the Amer- 
ican Genetic Association. This 
means he is interested in eugenics 
ir. a scientific way, and although 
he has not had the opportunity 
to go very deeply into the subject 
of human genetics, there is a 
gleam in?) 3s eye denoting that if 
he ever gets tired of plant life he 
may make a more thorough study 
of the human side. 

At any rate, Dr. Myers and his 
associates now have produced 
10,000 seeds of the new cabbages, 
und they ar: hopeful of putting 
them on the market in two years.
